RESTRICTION AS TO INVENTIONS 

The Examiner has issued a restriction requirement stating that the application claims four 
separate inventions. Specifically, the Examiner identifies the four inventions as being: 

a. Group I, claims 1-26, drawn to an antibody that binds to CCR5, classified in class 
530, subclass 387.1. 

b. Group II, claims 27-33, drawn to a method of preventing or treating HIV infection 
through the administration of an antibody that binds to CCR%, classified in class 
424, subclass 130.1. 

c. Group III, claim 34, drawn to an antiviral screening method employing antibodies 
that bind to CCR5, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

d. Group IV, claim 35, drawn to an HIV diagnostic kit comprising an antibody that 
binds to CCR5, classified in class 422, subclass 61 . 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.142, Applicants elect Group I (Claims 1-26) without traverse 
and cancel the claims of Groups II-IV (claims 27-35) without prejudice. 

The Examiner has also required Applicants to elect a specific scFv where required by the 
claims. Applicants hereby elect without traverse clone 15.150.1 1 encoding an scFv having SEQ 
ID NO: 27 and binds to loop 6 of human CCR5 (claim 13); and clone 15.186.35 encoding an 
scFv having SEQ ID NO: 25 and binds to the N-terminus of human CCR5 (claim 26). 

Applicants reserve the right pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.141 to pursue claims to the non- 
elected species in this application in the event that a generic claim is found to be allowable. 
Applicants also reserve the right pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §121 to file one or more divisional 
applications directed to the non-elected species or subgenus during the pendency of the present 
application.
